MR. SCHIFF ADVISES COOLN ESS. 


“Don’t Get Excited; Keep Béhind 
the President,” He Says. 
Jacob H. Schiff, commenting last night 
on ‘the crisis between the United States 
and Germany, declared tliat coolness arid 
patience were essential in dealing with 
the sifbmarine problem. We offered the 
following advice to the pedple of the 

city: 

“Don’t get excited. Keep behind the 
President. Go about your affairs.’’ 

*“* There was no need for the city and 
the. State to take such precautions 
against trouble, following the severance 
of diplomatic relations with Germany,” 
said.Dr. 4Louls Haupt, President of the 
Arion Society, who, although of German 
origin, was born in the United States. 
“They only. tend to excite the people, 
and then, if something happens, the en- 
tire German population will be blamed. 
The very act of throwing up such elabo- 
rate safeguards is a temptation to some 
fanatic to commit some lawless act.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Operation of 
all transportation facilities of the -Bel; 
gian Relicf Commission were ordered 
suspended today pending the outcome of 
megotiations through the Spanish Am- 
bassador at Berlin tomorrow, by which 
it is hoped to open a lane of safety di- 
reet to Belgium for supply ships. 

Fifteen of the commission‘s ships -in 
or near the war zone could not be 
reached with new instructions, and 
grave fear ig felt for their safety. Her- 
bert C. Hoover; Chairman of the com- 
mission, said tonight that even if the 
ships were reached and ordered north to 
‘Dutch ports, which route they must 
take, according to ‘advices ‘received by 


the commission, if they would have 
their flag respected by German sub- 
marines, there is great danger of their 


being destroyed by either German or 
British mines. 
Mr. Hoover, here working with the 


State Department, cabled to the fifty or 
anore American members of the commis- 
sion at their posts in Belgium to re- 
main on duty until otherwise advised. 
Regardless of what situation may arise 
between this country and Germany, the 
commission Pas to continue its work, 
operating, if necessary, through. otner 
neutral countries. 

A statement setting forth the present 
status of conditions, issued today at the 
commission’s temporary headquarters 
here, follows: 

“ Herbert C. Hoover, Chairman of the 
Belgian Relief Commission, announced 
today that the whole of the transporta- 
tion of the commission has been. sus-

“The commission. hag received at its 
Brussels and Rotterdam offices direc- 
tigpns from the German Government that 
they will no- longer respect the com- 
mission's flag unless the ships take the 
course to Dutch ports entirely to the 
north of the newly established German 
wer zone; and that all relief ships shall 
ve the war zone by the nearest route.

DIRECTEST GOVERNMENT. 

The House of Representatives of the 
State of Washington has 97 members, 
the Senate 49. A House bill proposes 
to enlarge both branches. The Spokes- 
man-Review calmly proposes that both 
“be rolled into one; and the member- 
“ship of. the new single chamber 
“ should not exceed 25.”

TRUST CASES. 

The old suits of the Government 
against combinations or pools of 
ocean > steamship companies were 
ended a few days ago by a final de- 
cision of the Supreme Court. Inter- 
national questions and relations were 
involved in these, and this is also 
true of the Government’s new suit, 
under the Sherman act, against cor- 
porations and persons who, it is al-

The agreements of the steam- 
ship companies may be renewed after 
the ‘war, and foreign Governments 
may then ‘be directly interested in 
them. This decision should be con- 
sidered. in connection with provisions 
of the statute Which .created the 
Shipping Board: They say that all 
pooling or conferénce agreements 
must be filed-with the board, which 
is: empowered to express disapproval 
and to impose fines if its orders for 
dissolution’ of a pool or agreement 
are not obeyed. It may be ‘inferred 
from. the. Supreme Court's decision 
that the board could not only require 
the’ paynietit of fines but could also 
proceed for the enforcement of its 
orders under the- Sherman act. it 
has not been proved that such agree- 
ments as were attacked are neces- 
sarily harmful, although they should 
be subject to official inspection and 
regulation. ° .*

circles in Washington was admirably 


calcniated to provide the text or illus- 
tration for- several essays, grave if not 
wise, on the. enormous. responsibilities 
that sometimes rest on trifles. As pre- 
sented the ‘statement ran’: ‘‘ The Ger- 
man Government is said to have pointed 
out that this arrangement "’—referring to 
the permission for us\to send a ship_a 
week to Falmouth—“‘should enable 
American shipowners to gain entire con- 
trol of the transatlantic passenger-car- 
rying traffic.” 

Naturally, nobody could be convicted 
of anything on evidence like that, but 
there is at least excuse for crediting the 


report, for the suggestion as made re- 


veals precisely the same kind of knowl- 


edge about non-German peoples that -has. 


So often been disclosed of late as exist- 
Ing in Berlin. Therefore, it may well 
be that there is belief in that city that 
American opinion of the new submarine 
order could be rendered: favorable by 
calling attention to the golden oppor- 
tunity which the German blockade, if 
effective, ‘will create for us. 

That the supposition or assumption’ a 
absurd, that it is in the very highest 
degree offensive; does not militate much 
against the probability that it has been 
made, and circumstances can: be im- 
agined in which the implied accusation 
of basest cupidity against our’ nation 
would have filled it with wild rage. It 
has done and will do nothing of the 
kind. The charge seems merély funny.

in independent German States, which Eu- 
she was not calléd upon to sanction. -Bis-° 
marck {in ‘1871 knéw only too ‘well that ‘a 
Eurapean Congress would restrict the profits 
_of his victory. Such being the case, it: fol- 
lows as a natural. consequence that the 
Allies will‘ have the right to'treat, not with 
the - Kaiser, nor with -the German Empire, 
but solely with the various ‘confederate 
States of Germany. The diplomats ,of the 
Allies might repeat, word for word, con- 
tinués M.- Hanotaux, the text addressed by 
the French plenipotentiaries in 1648 to. the 
Princes. and tothe States of the German 
Brhpire: 

‘A general and lasting peace is not te be 
expected ‘unless: it he entered upon “with all 
the States of,.the empire, for, the right of 
war.and pence ‘does not’ enone to anes ‘Em- 
peror alone.” 

This precedent, borrowed from.. the Peace 
of Westphalia, says M. Hanotaux, would 
sound unpleasantly to German. ears.

will be capable of rapid and wide ex- 
tension in case -of necessity.

By “surplus power” is meant that 
power which.a plant can generate but 
cannot apply to.any commercial pur- 
pose. It is the wasted power, the.power 
in’ the water that goes over the spill- 
Way. Its amount. varies with different 
plants, but. almost all have a’ large 
surplus at. night,.when. the: industries 
‘they serve aré at rest; others havé large 
amounts: during periods of high water;. 
and in some cases a great deal of the. 
normal. power is.surplus, because many 
dams have been built to take care all 
the water that may flow. past, even if 
only a small part of the total capacity 
can find a market. According to the 
Merrill Report, presented to the Senate 
Jan. 20, 1916, our hydro-electric plants 
have a total capacity. of over 5,000,000 
horse power, and at. least half. of: this 
amount is surplus; or, in other ‘words, 
over 2,000,000 ‘horse power is at present 
being wasted; part of it coritinuously 
and part of it during certain portions 
of the day or year.

NEWS LEAKS FROM ALSACE. 


Shortage: of Food, High Prices, ahd 
Much Misery_ Revealed. 


New York, Feb. 3, 1917: 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

en Herr von Batocki and other of- 
ficials of the Imperial German Govern- 
ment proclaim in or out of the Reichstag 
that the economical situation in the em- 
bire is not what the Entente press 
represents it. to. be, they evidently are 
tampering. with facts. 

Notwithstanding the ‘barbed wire en- 
tafigleménts that encircle Alsace-Lor- 
taine and the extreme censorship estab- 
lHshed in the Reichsland, news will oc- 
¢asionally ‘reach ‘the outside world. In- 
formation obtained through cleyer chan- 
nels depicts a situation that explains, if 
it does not justify, the apparent desire 
for peace manifested by the Kaiser. 

The truth, the simple truth, :is, that 
‘Germany _ is . hungry,.literally hungry. 
Her people are clamoring, in one breath, 
for peace and for. food. 

Two postal cards addressed to. a 
prominent New Yorker, written in Ger- 
man,. and mailed the little town of 
W-+— in Alsace, with the red stamp of, 
the censor, give interesting information. 

One of.the cards, mailed Sept. 20, 1916, 
bears this sentence: : 

“Die haupt “Daaje” hier . ist ale 
Achilla.” ° 

To the ordinary layman the sentence 
‘means. nothing, and. evidently’ meant 
nothing to the censor, But toa person 
familiar with the.Hebrew language the 
above phrase is a revelation. The word 
“‘Daaje” in Hebrew means anxiety, or 
worry, while the. word *‘ Achilla,” (from 
“ Qchol,””. to eat.) “means: the ‘act of 
eating. So that the translation of, the 
quoted sentence reads: 

“ The, main anxiety. here ‘ts tor eat- 
ing.”’ 

The other postal. card, also beartox the 
vigilant cengor’s stamp, was mailed on 
Oct. 16; 1916, and, among: insignificant 
remarks. about the Health of the writer, 
‘informs the New York friend. that 

- “ Onkel. Rof and Tante Yaakres: sind

The word ‘*Rof”’. in Hebrew means

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Speculators may have to sell for 
reasons which have no direct refer- 
ence at all to the intrinsic worth: of 
what they sell; they are frequently. 
controlled by the temporary factors. 
Investors, on the other hand, can, 
and for the most part do, take a 
longer view. Speaking broadly, the 
investor is not concerned with 
changes’in price; it is change in real 
values. which affects him, ‘and the 
two things are not always influenced 
similarly or to equal extent by such | 
factors as cause Supe in the; 
market. . 

It is necessary, thidepliiee, to consid- 
er last week’s occurrences on the 
Stock Exchange and the outlook from 
two distinct points of view. It was 
natural that those who had stocks on 
margin should have been greatly dis- 
concerted by news which seemed to 
foreshadow war with Germany. The 
possibility that this country ould 
be drawn into the conflict long 
hung as a threat over the .market, 
but lattérly it was not an extension 
of the war but, on the contrary, the 
probability of its coming soon to-an 
end which governed market senti- 





disturbing in itself, was intensified 
by the-fact that it represented a com- 
plete reversal of what had been ex- 
pected the day before. A new mes- 
sage from Germany had been forecast, 
but it was a message of peace that 
was looked for, not a message offer- 
ing new affront to the United States, 
not a fresh defiance of humanity. 

Fearful of the immediate § conse- 

quences which. “speculators! have to 
consider far more than do investors, 
those holding stocks on margin 
sought to free themselves of their 
commitments,. and so many did so 
and in such volume that buyers, in 
the face of an avalanche of selling, 
stepped aside and took stocks at last 
only far below the leveljat which they 
had been: selling. the day before.. It 
was fortunate for the market that 
a short interest existed. It had been 
built up on tle theory that peace was 
approaching and that it would be a 
bad thing for the market. The threat 
of war had much more intense\effect 
than the prospect of early peace had 
exerted, and the shorts were able for 
a time to. cover at their own prices. It 
might have remained so longer had 
support not been extended by bank- 
ing. interests, who steadied the mar 
ket without attempting to force it 
back against the current.- The public 
came in to buy, as it always does, 
but it was some hours before that 
kind of support gained much volume, 
and: in. itself it was not enough to 
absorb all the stock which sellers of- 
fered, 
That sort of buying is done without 
much regard to the probable imme- 
diate course of prices. It is predicat- 
ed not on what prices may do but 
rather on what values may do, and 
the investor is confirmed in his be- 
Uef that. violent declines of the sort 
nearly. always carry stocks below 
their true worth. They do not and 
cannot know how far prices may g0, 
but they can and do form their own 
judgment. of real value and act on 
that judgment. It is to be expected 
that more of markets such as we 
had last week, if it comes, will find 
the same sort of support from’ in- 
vestors. 

And this is so because so~ many 
people are convinced that ‘the posi- 
tion of American undertakings ts so 
strong that, taking them as a whole, 
they can safely withstand even the 
cotisequences of war with Germany 
should it come to that. There is a 
special as well as a general reason for 
this, This is still a country of great 
opportunity and one which will profit 
greatly by the further development 
of resources which are far. fram be- 
ing used to the maximum. And 
greater effect is given to'this by. the 
fact that of late business has yielded 
extraordinary profits and industries 
of many sorts have been strength- 
ened to an. extent altogether beyond 
any ordinary’ expectation. :
